New York, Nov. 26. 
Leading American lipstick 
manufacturers are in- 
dignant about a Govern- 


ment ban on 17 coal-tar 
dyes used in making lip- 
stick, and have demanded 
a public hearing. 


The ban was announced by 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tlon after a number of rats 
bocame Il ot died when fed 
some of the red, yellow ‘and 
orange dyes. 


The manufacturers said, how- 
ever, that. the dyes had been 
used in lipsticks for 35 years 
without any evidence of harm. 


The experimental rats, they 
added, were fed  cnonnous 
amounts of dyes, whereas only 
an indiniteeimal amour ever 
gets into 2 woman's digestive 
system.
